AN AWFUL DEATH IN THE FLAMES. 


FRIGHTFUL RESULTS OF MON- 
DAY’S STORM. 


Lives Lost Through the State. Effects in 


and About the City. 


The storm of Monday night may be re- 
corded as bringing the heaviest rain ever 
known in Atlanta. It was tropical in its 
fierceness. The.lightning was blinding and 
the thunder almost continuous; hail and 
wind added to the steady roar of the rainfall. 
for two hours the scene was a fearful one, 
and many families crept from their beds, 
dressed and gathered in some central room. 
The storm reached its height about 2 o’clock. 

Gy seven o clock there was perfect calm. 
The sun sone brightly and brought surpris- 
ing warmth. The city wasascleanasadairy, 
heving been swept by the whirling torrents. 
No casualties are reported in the city. The 
trains on most of the railro:ds are delayed, 
and heavy washouts are reported, with a 
dreadful accident on the Western and At« 
lanticrailroad. The details of thestorm will 
be found below. 


The Firat Wreck. 
THE DEADLY PLUNGE OF A TRAIN OF FIFTEEN CARS, 

The Wesiern aud Atlantic railroad was the vic~ 
tim of two horrible and deith dealing accidents 
asthe result of the storm of the night. 

The two accidents were productive of three in- 
stantand horrible deatas aad an e.orm us loss to 
property. They happesed withia fifteen minutes 
of the same time and were onlyfour miies apart, 
but neither knew of the other’s disas‘er until 
Atlanta was teeming with sensational and exagger- 
ated rumors coucerningit. The first accident oc- 
curred just two miles south of Big Shaaty oa a big 
@ll which is twenty-seven miles from Atlanta, By 
it two meu were dasne4 into eternity and thou- 


sands of dollars worth of property Was destroyed, 
The other accident happened nearly 
two wiles north of Big Shanty 


and resulted in the horrible death of a young At- 
lantian and the total destruction of a& passenger 
traia and huadreds of pounds of mail matter. 

The heavy rains waich fell Tuesday morning 
was the direct cause of the accidents and when the 
trains made their last leap the rain was falling in 
torrents, the skies were covered with neavy clouds 
and the darkness waa intense while the rattling, 
whistliog winds made the night hideous. 

At1:50 o’clock Tuesday morning section A of 
freight train No. 8 lef: Big Shanty for Atlanta. 
The engine was under the coatrol of Mr. S. A. 
McDona.d, an engineer of ability and worth, who 
had for bis fireman Mr. Ed McCulloch, while the 
train was Under the command of Conductor Theo 
dore Corrie. When the train passed away from Big 
Shanty the rain was pouring down but the train’s 
crew was happy for a few more hours only were re- 
quired to put them home and give them rest. 50 
thoughtthe crew and when Coaductor Corrie 
waved his lantera Eagineer McDonaid 
laced his hand upon the throttle of his engine 
and in an instant started on his last rua, 
little dreaming then of the terrible death that was 
in store for him aud his fireman, with whom he 
was Chatting pleasantly. 

From Big Shanty to Marietta the road 18 @ S2ries 
of cuts and fills which have been in consiant use 
tur tairty years during which time the heaviest 
storms have piayed against them without effect. 

Two miles south of Big Shamty there is a deep 
411 about one hundred yards long. At some 
points the fiil is tully thirty feet, and at the mid. 
jie tuere isa iarge stone culvert, made for the 
passage of asmali rivulet, The track at that place 
ruus almost norh aud south. Tae ground on the 
east is high and a heavy volume of water 
flowing from it wouid travel 
with great foree, The heavy reic Tuesday morn: 
ing produced more water (han the culvert could 
carry away, anc the result Was that about fifty feet 
of the Gll was washed out. There was no watchs 
man bearer tha) Big Shanty, and the washout Was 
not detected ualil tne trata was init As the en: 
gine rolled ex to the fill or embankment the engi: 
neer gave his eagine fall sway, and like lightning 
it dashed onward, The night was dark and the 
headiight was of little service, owing to the heavy 
rain, and 
THE YAWNING ABYSS INTO WHICH THE ENGINE 

PLUNGED 
was notseen by the enginver. The opening was 
fully fifty feet wide, and when the engine reached 
the edge it gave a plange which carried it 
nearly over. The tender and freight cars 
followed, but their weight drew the engine from 
its slight hold upon the opposite bank and in an 
instant engine, tenderand cars wentdown. The 
fall waksa terrible one and the rattling of the 
breaking irons and timbers were heard above the 
noise of the s’orm, telling the terrible story of 
death and destruction. When the engine 
went down the engineer and his fire 
man were at their posts and wert buried beneath 
the mass of ironand timbers. The engine was pul- 
ling sixteen freightearsand acab. Fifteen of the 
cars followed the engine in its terribie descent, 
while the sixteenth Bung over the edge of the 
chasm preventing thecab from going down and 
thereby saving the lives of the conductor and two 


brakesmen. 
A TERRIBLE CRASH. 


The crash wasa terrible one and to those who 
were in the cab it was suggestive of deathyand dan- 
ger, With speed they hurried from the car and by 
the light of their lauterns secured a faint idea of the 
horrors of the accident. To the men the first thought 
was of their engineer and fireman. Tae darkness 
was too intense to discover any 
thing a oot off but with loud calls they tried to 
learn if they were alive. Their calls secured no 
response and the stillness was prophetic of the 
truth. Finally coaductor Corrie and his b ske-

separaied and sought the bottom of the All. 
There they found 
CaR PILED UPON CAR IN GREAT CONFU®¢ION, 

While their paths were strewn with bacon, flour, 
grain and boxes. Feeling certain that they were 
alone with the dead the three mea wended their 
way back te the 2ab where each told what he had 
learned. Oneofthem was then sent to Marietta 
and intelligence of the terrib e accident was wired 
to the road’s office in this city. 

But as the message from Marietta came in au- 
nouncinog the terrible accident, the operator at Big 
Shanty was calling the Atlanta office also, to an-« 
nouncee the horrible accident which occurred a few 
misutesafter two o'clock, two miles north of that 
place. The two messages coming in quick succes 
sion, telling briefly the stories of two des thvdealing 
accidents, created the wildest excitement as the 
rumors gained circulation and strength. Both 
messeges were brief aid mevgre in their details, 
but enough was told to satisfy all that death had 
visited their families The road quickly equipped 
& wrecking train, and by nine o'clock Mr. James A. 
Anderson, Mr. Flynn, Mr; Dooley, and other offi- 
Clals of the road were en route to the scene. The 
train had a clear track, and like lightning it sp:d 
on toward thé first wreck. There the officers’ eyes 
were greeted by a horrivlesight. The day was clear 
and bright, and every detail could be plainly seen. 
The openiog was about fifty feet long— 
barely enough to accommodate two freight 
cars, yet in that opening there were fiftesn cars, 

AN ENGINE, A TENDER, AND TWO DEAD MEN, 

The engine was reared up against the embank- 
ment furthest from it when it made the leap,show- 
ing that itcams near clearing the chasm. On the 
engine was the tender,and upon the tender were 
the fifteen cars, all broken and torn to fragments, 
80 small in some CASES that it 
will be impossible to ascertain to what 
road sOme cars belong. The splinters were scat- 
tered around for yards while the contents of the 
cars Covered the ground. Thesixteenth car hung 
with the front end over the openiug while the rear 
eud was straight up iu the air. Before the officials 
arrived Conductor Corrie had organized a squad 
of men and began a search for the dead men. 
Upon the arrival of the wrecking tain 
this force was increased and with renewed ardor 
the bunt went on. Allday thesearch continued 
but up to six o clock lagt night the dead men had 
not been found. The Wreck is fully thirty feet 
high. The engine isat the bottom and upon it 
the tender and cars are packed. ‘The men are sup- 
posed to be in the engineand before they can be 
rescued évery car and the heavy tender will have 
tobe removed. This will require fully twenty- 
four hours work. Their death must have been 
horrible, but itis believed that it was instant. 
Phey diedin the dark without an eye upon them 
and the story of that death will never be known in 
its details The sight at the wreck was most 
heartrending. The track on both sidesof the gap 
wassolid while underneath all could be seen, 
the culvert which is still perfect. Shewing 
that the water in its great force had carried the fill 
away with it. 

THE DREAD NUT FOUND, 

Last night the searcao for the dead men was still 
going on, and their bodies will be brought to At- 
lanta as 8000 28 recovered. The accident brings 
sorrow totwo'families and ends the liyesof two 
good, industrious men, Mr. McDonald resided in 
this city at 81 Rock street. He leaves a wife and 
six children to mourn his untimely death. He 
had been working for the road for six teen years, 
and was considered one of the finest engineers in 
thestate,. He had the confidence of his emp!oyers 
and the respect of bis associates. Me was a tall, 
fine looking, handsome man, and was well read 
and finely educated. He was about forty years of 
age and was known all aloug,the road. itis 
said of him by his companions that he 
knew every tie and cattle guard on the road be- 
tween Atlanta and Chattavooga. His life has. been 
one of toil and devotion to his family, and his 
deuth leaves them comparatively weli off. 

His wife is a most estimable lady, and knew 
nothing of his husband’s awful and tragic death 
until he had been a corpse for hours, Aboutseven 
o’clock yesterday morning conductor Johnson, who 
was an intimate friend of McDonald, went to his 
wifeand as gently as possible broke the newsto 
her. Hergrief passes descripiion. She was de- 
yoied to her husband and believes that his death 
has ended all pieasures for her. Last night she 
was quile low from grief. 


Ea McCullough, the fireman, had 
jast attained his majority. He was 
a bright fellow. and, was destined to have 


made a good engineer. He lived at Marietta and 
his death yesterday has plunged a family iuto un 
old grief. McCulloch had been firing on & swiich 
engine in Atlaata and was killed while making 
his secoud tripon the road. Mr. McDonald's reg- 
ular fireman was a Mr. Buffington, but when 
his last trip was to be made be found it inconven- 
ient togo outand McCullough was substituted in 
his place. McCullough did not want to goand 
objecied strenuously, but was finally persuaded, 
He went but wiilbe brought back a corpse, 
He was quite popular with all who knew him, The 
two deatns have caus: d a general feeling of gloom 
about the road's officeand have produced many 
kind tributes to the memory of the dead men.

IN THE FLAMES—THE MAIL 

ASHES, 

In less than & quarter ofan hour after the freight 
train went down the passenger train duein Atlanta 
ai3:40am came rushing along the .road over 
which the freight had gone in safety. The train 
was composed of a mail Car, two coaches and two 
sleepers. Eugineer Everett was at the throttle and 
beside him rode Fireman Marion Buke, Conduc- 
tor James was iu charge, and as the train rolled on 
to its doom he went through the coaches looking 
after the comfort of his passengers. Two miles 
north of Big Shanty, while running repidly and 
easy, Engiueer Everett felt hisengiue quiver and 
at the same instant begin to sink down, Quickly 
he realized that he was in u 
washout but believing that he had 
gone too farto stop he gave his engine all the 
steam there was iu the boiler, and closing his eyes 
prepared to meet the consequeace, The sinking 
sensation was soon passed, but it was followed by 
a motion of the evugine which wnraed both men 
that the ponderous machine was going cover. 
Kuowing,thatit meant death to remain longer at 
their posts both men sprang through the darkness 
and the rain tothe ground. The engine was upon 
an embankmentand the engineer rolled down to 
the solid earth. He was not stunned, and getting 
upon hisfeet hesaw that his engine was lying 
upon its side motigniers, while the tender had 
suepped the coupliog link and was hanging dewn 
over the track. As he saw this he heard the most 
pitiful cry. «* 

“Oh, my God! let me out. Break open the door, 
Iam burning to death.’’ 

‘Piainly the voice came from the mail car which 
was hanging over the opening. Forgeiting hi- 
own danger the brave engineer sprang up the 
bank,and with a piece of the tender which had 
been broken off, began trying to knock a hole in 
the postal car. While he was thus engaged the 
earth began crumbliag away beneath his feet, and 
as the earth fell the opening grew larger and jarger. 
But unmindful of his danger he knocked and 
knocked until the car began sinking. As the car 
sank it carried with it the dirt upon which En- 
giveer Everett was standing. Feeling himself 
sinking he realized bis danger and wwied to 
escape, and by 
hard climbing.

opening was only about twenty feet and the tender 
and mail coach alone occcupied it. But as the 
mail coach sank down it drew the baggege car 
with it. This made the opening larger and soon 


the baggage car was followed by the smoking car 
which went only partly over The gap by this 
time wastuily sixty feet. The cars did not go 


down rapidly and it is good that they 
a not for h they followed 
one another quickly the loss of life would 


have been fearful. Immediately after the mail 
coach ‘ilted over, the mail matter caught fire. and 
in a secood the car was burnicg brightly. The car 
was filled with mail matrer and the fire made 
swift headway. The coach wassoon entirely de- 
stroyed,and then the baggage car, which was also on 
fire, dropped intoits place. This was also quickly 
Ocs'royed, and thea the smoking car Gropped 
down to the bottom of the burning pit. 
Phe fiames had already caught the ladies’ coach 
and it Was entirely destroyed. 

When the engine broke loose from the tender the 
automatic brakes did their work wel), and the cars 
stopped on the opposite side of thegap inesrto, wes 
suddea, and told alion board that someting was 
wrong. Conductor James was sitii: g in the front 
of the ladies’ car and was pinned tigh« by the seais 
being drawn together. He called for 
help, and as soon as he was relieved quickly 
unloaded his passengers The unloading was 
done hurriedly, As the passergers were leaving 
the cars the wheels were slowly rolling forward 
carrving the cars nearer and nearer to the terrible 
pit which was growing larger constantly. Fipally 
every body was Out and then the two sleepers were 
uncoupled. By this time the burning mail coach 
gave p enty of light, and believing that the entire 
train Would burn the two sieepers were pushed 
beck and the Jadies given seats therein. 

The scene presented beggars description. 
The burning cars, the crying women and the cries 
for he)p from the burning cars all wentto make 
up the awful tableau. As scon asthe passengers 
were removed ConductorJames began to see the 
extentof the damege Hesoon ascertained that 
his engineer and fireman had escaped death. He 
found mail agents, Ed Hillaand J. W. Gillsprie 
and from them he Jearned that Mr. H. A. Merrill, 
the maii weigher, had gove down with the car, 

DEATH IN THE FLAMES. 

To eve one who  heare this it 
was patent that the man was dead that he had 
been roasted alive. Mr. Hills said that Mr. Mer 
rill had completed weighing the mails and had 
sought the front end of the car where he laid 
down and wenttosieep. Asthe car started in its 
terrible descent the mail agents cailed him and 
then sprang out the door into the darkness 
Young Merri!l arose as he was called but the case 
in the centerof the car broke loose rolled forward 
and fastened him in the front end of thecar where 
hedied. Immediately afer the car went over the 
lamps fell from their fastenings into the mail! and 
soon the car wasin flames He struggled hard but 
his strepg h was not sufficient to move the heavy 
case which imprisoned him. He called loudly for 


help and his cries were distiessing to 
those who heard them, distressing be- 
cause they could give him no relief, 


Mr. Merrill was just eighteen vears of »ge. His 
father resides on Peters street just inside the city 
limits, and is beside himself with grief. His 
father is a chaplain in the United states army, 
and has been livingin Atianta only a short whi e. 
Youug Merri!l had only recently entered the rail. 
way maii service. He has a brother who has been 
a couductor on a Chicago road foryears His body 
has not yet been recovered. 
Apart from the death of Mr. Merrill 
the escape was miraculous. Mail Agent Hitls was 
hurt in the breast, Mail Agent Gillespie was 
wounded in the face, Baggege Master Harkins 
head his leftarm broken; Cyrus Adams, a porter, 
had his left hand burnt,and Simmous Bucks was 
hurt in the breast. Engineer Everett was also 
slightly injured. 
CLEARING THE WRECK. 


Yesterday a big wrecking force worked to clear 
the swo._itracks. There were no _ trains 
on the ro2a and the Atlanta 
ticket cflice was closed until the Marietta accom~< 
modation went out yesterday evening. The pas~ 
sengers were trausferred by alumbe_ train engine 
which was at Big Shanty, and were 'broughtto At 
lanta lastnight. Mr. Kon‘z. the local manager for 
the Pullman carcompany, who went up yesterday 
morning, was aboard aud after his arrival he gave a 
graphic account of theaccident. Said he: 

‘It was the most horrible thing | ever saw. The 
freight wreck was all you have heard. It was bad 
enough, but the other was worse. You see Everett 
felt the road sinking and by luck Ot evar all 
rigit. The road sunk until very n# wen down. 
The burping cars were awful. The shrieks Of poor 
Merrill must have been terrible The evgine is 
now laying half on and half off the embankment 
The gap isfully fifty feet deep, and the rails are 
banging bentover the edges of the chasm like 
reeds. The remains of Merrill, charred, and I guess 
beyond recognition, could be seen lying across the 
trucks of a car, half covered by dirt and car 
whee's. After he was dead a pair of trucks, which 
was all that was left ofthe car which burned on 
the track, rolleddown on him. Why, to see those 
car wheels turping slowly, rolling along to the 
opening as the burning below made room for them, 
was terrible. I tell you it was ante 
awful sight,andone aman wants to see only 
one time in bis life. The remains will probably 
be recovered te night. The road officials are do- 
ing allin their power. 

THE MAIL DESTROYED. 

The mail that was destroyed was a very impor- 
tantone. The train brings one of the heaviest 
and most valuable mails that comesto Atlanta. 


It generally weighs about, 2,500,pounds and is'most- 
ly written matter. It brings the Nashville and 
Chattanooga mail, and the heavy western mails. 
and the eastern mails for the south. A call wes 
yesterday made at the Atlanta posioflice Post 
master Wilson of course could not teil anything 
about the mail, but says that it will give the in- 
spectors lots of work. 


The Extent of the Storm. 
FRAUGHT WITH LOSS OF LIFE AND DESTRUCTION TO 
PROPERTY. 

FLOWERY BRANCH, April 15.—During the terrible 
rainstorm the house of Mr. Worth Strickland, 
near this place. was struck with lightning, killing 
Mr. Strickland instantly and terribly shocking his 
ehild. Yhechild may recover. 

TEN PERSONS KILLED BY THE STORM. 

GEIFFIN, April 15.—News has reached this 
city this afternoon that a most terrible cyclone vis~ 
ited upper Pike and the eastern portionof Meri. 
wether, near Sandtown, about three o'clock this 
morning. Thesame old, but sad story of houses 
being blown to atoms; trees, fences and every- 
thing, ivent with the mad fury ofthe whir.ing 
wind. Six persons are known tohave beea killed 
on Luke Powell’s place, near Sandtown. Mules, 
horses, calves all gone. Four negroes were killed 
on Mr. Poweil’s place in Meriwether. Numbers of 
persons were fatally wounded. The direction of 
jhe storm was northeast. It divided, went around 
Griffin, but the display of electricity and deafen- 
ing peals of thunder, was most startling here, 

NEGRO CHILDREN TOSSED BY THE WINDS, 

LAGRANGE, April 15.—A cyclone passed one 
and a half miles southeast of town about 1 o'clock 
last night. On the Hamilton road, where it crossed, 
the house of John Brown, colored, was moved from 
its foundation. At Mr.J. W. Coeper’s plantation, 
two miles from town, his gin house and some out 
houses were destroyed. Five miles from town, on 
the Greenville road, Mr, A. E,. Robertson’s gin- 
nery, barns, stables, some fout houses occupied by 
negroes, timbers and fencing were scattered broad 
cast. It is also reported that several negro chil- 
dren hed been blown away and one horse killed. 
Further on, it struck the house of Mr. Pete Nelson, 
destroying everything except the dwelling house, 
killing some mules and breaking the thigh of a 
negroman, A negro girl waskilled on Dr. Beas- 
ley’s farm, and other destruction to property. 


CARTERSVILLE WASHED UP. 
CARTERSVILLE, April 15,—The hardast rainfall in 


several years fell last night throughout this county. 
An extraset of hands are at work to-day on the 
streets, cleaning out the ditches and repairing the 
crossings. The bridge recently built by the East 
and West railroad has been washed away. It is 
thought that it will be three or four days before the 
trains can be run on that road, as several miles of 
track was Washed up. The new county bridge 
came very near being washed away, but as hands 
were sent out and the collected logs, etc., were 
loosened and allowed to float by, the bridges were 
saved, The water is falling slowly, and no further 
danger is appreherded.

A Half o Gandred Lives Lost Js Gratify the Maiice 
ef One Men—ihe Verdict Wil Seen be Kenderea. 
CINCINNATI, April 15—~The army bas been with- 

drawn, the danger bas passed for the present, and 

the bird of peace again epreads its wings over the 
good and bad people of tuis metropolis of the Ohio 
valley. 

After the fulland graphic reports already sent 
you of the recent terrible riots here, it would seem 
that my task was complete, and it would be, had I 
pot since been given some facts of a most startling 
nature regarding the real true cause of the riota. 
On Sunday afternoon, the weather being balmy 
avd pleasant, | walked up around the jail and 
cou. t house i.Uins to take a last glance at the now 
historic grounds. In front of the jail was a large 

-rowd of soldicrs,ciizens and ladies listening quite 
atienlivey to asermmon being delivered by a minis- 

ter whose Byronic collar and long waving hair at 

onee reminded me of the prints of Heury Ward 

Beecher a8 tAk@N SuMe years ago,or even later when 

the disiirguisbed divine and the angelic Bessie 
Turner were eijoying such pleesaant mérmeric 


seances. 1 believe thatis what they were called in 
the Beecher 1i:lou eCanda) trial, 

While jistening to the man of God, the person 
with me, iuircduced me to an elderly geucdiemaan, 
who 1 was informed was one of wé ‘Old and 
wealthy merchani# of this city, whose check ts 
good for bu dreds Of thousands of doilarsin tnis 
city or New York lu@ few minut s we withdrew 
from the ihroug and s owiy sauntered down town 


towardS we St. Nichoias, aud there tock a seat. 
Learniig 1 was from the soutn the old 
mercbaut raid, ihat after that had 


heen writtea by the papers about southern outrages 
that the rio's JQ&t Over would Close the mouthe of 
those who hea boen enceavurilig t make pvliticai 
capi alout of them. To this | replied that 1 hoped 
go. as the people of the south were very much 
grieved at (be misrepresentativus of certain papers 
published here,”’ 

**VYes,’ seid be, “lam a republican. I favor, as 
does nine:y vine out Of every nunodred citizens, of 
effaclug every seer; letting tnefoast be forgviten.”’

I was startled at this, asl could not see 
how an editor could have malice bitcer enough 
a, uiDst any prisoner &s to cause him to desire an- 
oluver mob, in which many inuccent people would 
donbtediess'y be killed, and so 6xpressead myseif. 

“You miunders'and me,’’ he said, “the recent 
murders, or murderers in the jail omly give a pre- 
te Xi to Vent loug smothered wr th. bucthe real 
cause will take me oolong w tell jt, and I will not 
worry yoo wiih i:.”’ 

] was pow iuicurely interested, feeling that I was 
to secure Matier Loat woud ve of the mostexciling

ber of the Ouio lg Siature pbamed Corcoran, iu his 
place in the bouse of representatives, had made 
against Haletead aud his family. a speech that Hal- 
siead, itseems to me, would have beeca perfeciiy 
justifiable in Killing Corcoran for; but he did nat, 


and let it pass by About the time I spewk, a 
young lawyer named [ C. Campbell, then a mem- 
ber of eliher the board of alder- 
men or counelil, Was elveted on 
the republican ‘ticket as pros Cutivg a .torney. 


Campheil aud McLean, both being of Scotch des 
cen’, Ou became quitei timate, which intimacy 
made Halstead C.mpbell’senemy.

prisoner. The case was finali¥ giver to the jury, 
which afier being out three days, brought in a 
verdict of “mansiaughter.”’ Now was Haletead’s 
chance toget even with his old enemy, Washing-

Kemper, made a very conservative speech, adyis- 
ing a strict compliance with the law, but other 
speakers were iess moderate and the reso/utious, 
which had been prepared beforehand by some 
able hand, were fuil of just such language as 
under the guise of preteuding to desire obedience 
to the law, meant riot and murder.

point strongly placiug thecrime where it belongs. 
Governor Huadély, cautivous; as an executive, 
and not wishing to supercede the civil autbority 
by miiitary if he could avoid it, telegraphed 
promiuent ci igens, regardicg the situation, and 
whether it “as necessary to send On the troops.

Thisisa true story of the matter. and now 
you ask me if I think the trouble is all over

Owiug to these things we liv iua constant state 
of suspense, and if such a condition is to continue 
I shail carefully collect my available property aud 
place it beyond the reach of where, perbaps,a 
tiugie inflammatory newspaper may either 
Neslroy or make it worthless. 
The story was finished aud with thanks for the 
great pains taken to give me the full cause of the 
riot, lieft my informant The history of the case 
thus given is a most singular one, and as it was 
told by a gentieman who does not persoually kuow 
either Coionel Campbell er Mr. Halstead, I must 
acc@ptit as true particularly as he is intensely 
anxious thatevery murderer in the jail may be 
speedily hung by the legal authorities.

THE RAILWAY POOL.” 
Railway mansgers who forii‘y themselves 
with serious reflection and «#0 regard the 
interests under their contr»i ts something 
more important than machinery set in mo- 
tion for the purpose of earning stockholders’ 
dividends, are beginning to discover that 
state control of railway corporations is not by 
any means the worse thing thatcould happen 
to those interests. As Tae ConstitcrTion has 
taken painsto point out, whenever an aliu- 
sion to the maiter seemed timely, the rail- 
roads have already found it not only profitable, 
but absolutely necessary, to surrender the 
management oftheir lines toan autocrati 
commission known as the Taois 
“pool” is managed and controlled by one 
mian, and,so faras the railways are con- 
cerned, this man is an autocrat. He has ab- 
solute authority; bis willis supreme. Just 
at present the autocrat is Mr. Fink, and Mr. 
Fink, while he possesses great tact, is not at 
all disinclined to exercise 
the power vestedin him when the occasion 
may arise. He orders railroads to do the 
will ot the pool, and they are comp2lled to 
obey. If, as sometimes happens, the mana- 
gersof a railway should feel inclined to 
make contracts of their own, straightway a 
blockade is ordered, and the = disobedient 
road finds that it cannot forward its 
through freights overauy ofthe connécting 
trunk Lines. 
Just how either federal or s‘ate control 
could be worse -thanjthe control of the 
pool, or as bad, itis impossible to conceive. 
This isa branch of question which the rail- 
way managers have never taken the trouble 
to discuss, but evidence is not wanting that 
the more thoughtful of their number 
are beginning to perceive that 
state contrel of the roads 
in certain directions is mot necessarily an at- 
tack on the roads. 
For instance, there has just been published 
in the Railway Review an essay on pools and 
railway traftic from the pen of Vice-President 
G. RK. Blanchard, of the New York, Lake Erie 
and Western railway., Mr. Blanchard de- 
clares that the public is entitled to ask (1) 
that all railway freights be reasonable; (2) 
that they shall not be unduly discriminating 
or preferential as between persons or localities 
for substantially like transactions; (3) that

Wasurneton, April 15.—Only a few day 
ago it was fair to conclude that either Blaine 
or Arthur would be the repubiican nominee 
for president. Very recently a change hes 
come over this prospect, and Arthur can 
now rank hardly higher than a mere presi 
dential eer * His unlooked 
for losses in the south, and the 
revelation that hardly half of the New York 
delegation will support him have left him 
clear behing Blaine. In Virginia, where 
preparations are in progress for two conven- 
tions—one of the ‘‘straight outs’ and ene of 
Mahone coalitionists—it is said. propositions 
for a divided delegation have come from the 
friends of the administration. Every relia- 
ble report from the west brings discourage- 
ment te Arthur's friends in Washington’ 
Their alarm has led to the discussion of a 
plan which has been quietly considered 
among certain leaders of the stal wart repub- 
licans since 1880. It is a plan to make Grant 
president. Open boasts were made by some 
of **the 306” soon after he was defeated at 
Chicago that he would yet be reinstated 
in the presidential chair. They have kept 
judiciously quiét since the first pang of dis- 
appointment passed but have none the less 
intently cherished this scheme. Grant's re- 
cent visit to Washington was for 
the purpose of taking the bearings 
and determining whether it would be worth 
while to make the effort. While he was 
here Arthur began to lose and Bia'ne rushed 
to the lead. Grantand Arthur had several! 
Jong interviews. It is known that Arthur 
would rather throw his strength to Grant 
than to any one else, and that both are in- 
tense!y opposed to Blaine. The more Ar- 
thur has weakened the more pressing hes 
beconie the inquiry, who can beat Blaine?

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{INSPECTING THK PATROLMEN. 


The Police Force Pass in Heview and are then 
Given a Lecture. 

The entire police force was inspected yes- 
terday by the board of police commissioners 
and were addressed by the Hon. J. W. Eng- 
lish, chairman. 

The inspection and address took place in 
recorder’s court room and demonstrated 
the fact that Atlanta has 
as fine looking police force as any city in the 
state. It occurred at one o.clock as the morn- 
ing watch was coming and the evening watch 
was goingon duty. The entire force assem- 
bled in the court room under the command 
of Chief Connolly, who called the roll. As 
each man’s name was called he 
arose and ‘“‘fell in.’’ This was continued 
until the entire force wasinline. Chairman 
Koglish then arose and addressed them, He 
began by asking each member to produce his 
copy of police regulations. Three or four 
members claimed to have lost the book, 
whereupen the chief was instructed to 
furnish them with a second _ copy. 
Mr. Knglish then said that the rules required 
the men to presenta neat appearance, He 
believed they looked neat asarule, but he 
was induced to believed that they did not 
patronize shoe blacks frequently enongh. He 
told them that they must not congregate on 
the streets. and talk, but that they 
must patrol their beais. He warned 
them against the petty jealousies which he 
had detected, and said that if they were not 
abandoned he wou!ld see that room was made 
for better men. He referred to the station 
house, and declared that profanity in the

Mr. Russell, of Massa 
chusetis, made an elaborate argument in opposi 
tion to the measure, and deprecated the re-openia 
of the tariff agitation sfier the coun'ry had enjoy 
ed rest bui foru short pericd of twelve months 
The interests of the psopie could de best subserved 
by letting tue tariff laws alone for the present 
‘Lhere was uo call coming up fora change in these 
laws, if the demand of the free trade club o 
Brookiyn #ere excepted. ihis bill was brovgs 
in as a chalierge io fightin the comiig presides 
tial campaign, Tre republicen party, the protective 
party, uce pied the chailenge. It stooa ready t¢ 
uv to ibe people staudiog by the policy of the tarif 
aw, so acjusted as to give « revenu: lothe covers 
ment avd protection to all American iodustries. 
Mr. Blount, of Georgia, said he was not a free 
trader. tle bélieved in getting the revenue gen- 
erally from importation. bat no legislation shoal 
be enacted which Would make toe rich richer aod 
the poor poorer, on the pretense of elevating 
American labor above the ;auperisbor of Europe, 
and of keeping tue howe market for ourselves 
Congress shoulda &o legislate as ultimately to reach 
arevenne sandard This cou d not be done at 
once, fora suddeu chang: of policy might produce 
disaster. Progress sheuld be siow. Five, ten 
twenty years micht be needed to sccomplich th 
object, yetii mustbe done. The struggie wou 
be flerc’ and arduous. Manufacturers would ge 
rifice political aliiaoces, and use every devics 
hoid what they had: [t was a daily observatio 
that if the democratic party did not abandou 
attempt to revise the tariff, it couid not elect 
presideot.
